Malfeasance Charged Against District 
Attorney—Affidavits Include Police 
Inspector’s Statement. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 27 
(By A. P.j—Removal of the death 
sentence imposed upon Thomas J.

Accompanying the notice which is 
intended to support the charges of 
fraud and malfeasance by the prose- 
cution, McNutt said, will be affidavits 
by Mooney; William H. Smith, acting 
Inspector of the Police Department 
of Oakland, Cal., and Frank E. Rig- 
all, of Grayville, Ill., who alleged that 
attempts had been made to induce 
him to testify falsely against Mooney. 

An affidavit by Inspector Smith, 
according to McNutt, will corrobo- 
rate an affidavit by Mooney that Mrs, 
Mellie Edeau, a witness who testi- 
fled that she saw Mooney and War- 
ren K. Billings, another defendant, 
now serving a life sentence for one 
of the bomb murders, near the scene 
of the explosion, was unable to iden- 
tify the two men, when. she was 
brought to the city prison for that 
purpose.

LONDON, April 27 (By A. P.).— 
The importance of every entente al- 
lied country engaged in the war to 


get every possible man into position 
to support the battle front was em- 
phasized by Gen. Delma Radcliffe, 
chief director of military operations 
at the war office, in his first inter- 
view with newspapermen since he 
took over the position formerly held 
by Major-General F. B. Maurice. 

“The Germans are going on with 
this hammering process,” he said 
yesterday, ‘and we have got to make 
up our minds that it is not this week, 
or next week, or next month, that 
this fight is coming to a decision. We 
are going to fight the whole summer 
and in the end it is a question of who 
holds the last reserves. 

‘‘Reserves on the west front now 
are, Iam happy to say, in the hands 
of one commands namely, im the 
hands of the commanéder-in-chief of 
the allied armies in France, Gen. 
Foch, in whom everybody in both 
armies has complete confidence. He 
has so far employed only a small 
proportion of his reserves and that 
is a good augury for the future. 

“T want to emphasize the fact 
that this is a long drawn out test of 
endurance, endurance of nations. 
That is why it is so imperative for 
this country and all countries which 
are engaged to get hold of every man 
they can possibly to support the bat- 
tle front. What is going to tell in 
the end ts men.”’ 

View of Battle Situation. 

In summing up the battle situa- 
tion, Gen. Radcliffe said: 

“As regards a few days preceding 
April 23, the German activities were 
devoted chiefly to the Lys sector be- 
tween Givenchy and Merville. All 


the net results was highly satisfac- 
tory for us. The Germans put in a 
lot of troops, suffered heavy losses 
and gained absolutely nothing. 

“Around Givenchy particularly the 
result was very satisfactory. Some 
important positions changed hands 
and were finally left in our posses- 
sion. Further north, east of Robeca, 
we gained quite a little ground and 
took a considerable number of pris- 
oners. All of it was good. The bal- 
ance of losses and wear and tear 
was decidedly against the Germans 
and that is what we want. 

“On the morning or Avril 24, the 
enemy began a more serious effort 
opposite Amiens and yesterday he 
started a heavy attack on the Kem- 
mel front. The enemy had made con- 
siderable progress. The latest infor- 
mation is still incomplete but there 
is no doubt that the Germans suc- 
ceeded in occupying Kemmel Hill, a 
sector involving both French and 
British troops. 

“The net result in the Kemmel sec- 
tor so far is that the Germans have 
gained about 2000 yards qn a front 
of about 1200 yards. The gain is not 
large but involves very important 
grounds and there is no question but 
that it is a very serious loss. 

‘There is nothing decisive about 
the loss of Kemmell Hill, but it is

With Tragedy. 


Kaiser Meant to Invade the Kingdom—the Mobilization 
of the Belgian Army—the Alarm of Tourists Pouring 
Into the American Legation, as the Hours Hung Heavy 


It Became Known That the

VERY afternoon we had gone up there (Bois 
Fleuri) and watched the airplanes, in ut- 
ter grace rise and soar and dip and dive 

and rise again in their amazing evolutions.

Oleslager, the best of the Belgian flyers, 
was there, and Pegoud, the great French- 
man, who so short a time before had as- 
tonished the world by looping the loop. Up and 


up they would mount, in gigantic spirals and 
then, there at that dizzy altitude, poise, hang mo- 
tionless and still in the upper air, immobile as 
the buzzards at which I used to gaze as a boy in 
Ohio, and then suddenly dart downward checked 
in their fall, turn over, turn over again, and then 
again and again and again, and yet again—six 
times!—and then dive swiftly downward to be 
lost to sight behind the. dark bank of trees.

This is a situation which threatens war activi- 
- ties. A Government mediator is trying to effect 
a settlement. Secretary of Labor William B. 
Wilson has given warning that a strike of the 
Commercial Telegraphers, involving 30,000 op- 
eratives, “would create a situation which would 
not simply inconvenience the ordinary business 
of the country, but would also interfere with the 
military operations of the Government.” 

The Western Union has denied that men have 

been discharged for union membership. 
be hoped that the fact that the Government has 
definitely sanctioned the organization of labor, 
in its national war labor program, will be duly 
considered and acted upon by the telegraph com- 
panies’ managers, and that this agreement further 
“employers shall not discharge 
workers for membership in trade unions nor for 
legitimate trade union activities.” 
On the other hand, the men should remember 
that the agreement was mutual, and that its 
first clause provided that “there shall be no 
strikes or lockouts during the war,” and that 
the. workers, “in the exercise of their right to 
organize, shall not use coercive measure to in- 
duce persons to join their organizations, nor to 
induce employers to bargain or deal therewith.” 
Disagreements involving railroad telegraphers 
have been settled and strikes averted by Govern- 
ment mediation since the Government took con- 
trol of the railroads. Unless the commercial 
telegraphers and their employes can agree, s0 
that a strike will be averted, the Government may 
be compelled to take complete control, in the in- 
terest of peace. Patriotic desire to help in the 
winning of the war should inspire those con- | 
cerned to get together and agree. But this can- 
not be done unless the employers recognize the 
principle of collective bargaining.

OUR OWN WAR REVIEW. 


S weeks go, this has not been a good one. The 
Germans have hit the line pretty hard here 
and there,‘and the conviction that they are 

going to win or lose the war in this fight is now pret- 
ty general throughout the paper. Mr. Antwine says 
it is impossible for anyone to fight as hard as the 
Germans are fighting without being in the position 
the Germans are in. Socrates says Mr. Antwine is 
eminently sound there, and that we must bear this in 
mind when we judge the allies. The allies are doing 
their utmost to hold them; but the allies are not un- 
der the necessity of making the outcome decisive 
as the Germans are. 

Meanwhile, of course, more and more American 
troops are going forward in the paper which gives the 
allies a confidence in the future the Germans can’t 


have. Tie Germans don’t want to fight that Amer- : 


ican army with what they would have left by the 
time they got to it, and they are saying so with one 
teriffic thrust after another. It must be understood, 
though, that they are fighting the battle on the allied 
plan—not their own. They did their best to get the 
allies to attack, and when they couldn’t wait any 
longer they took the initiative themselves.

True, she had all 
her army there for the first time; but Lloyd George 
has assured us that the allies have a predominance of 
everything on the western front. A hard-headed 
pair like Hindenberg and Ludendorf could not have 
believed it possible to win such a fight, and Soc- 
rates thinks neither of them would have bet they 
could. What they did believe, in his opinion, was 
that in the necessity for doing something this was the 
best thing they could do. That is, they would be 
able to make considerable dents in the allied lines, 
to press the allies as they had not been pressed be- 
fore, and therefore establish, perhaps, a better basis 
for the discussion of peace than existed before the 
drive began. 

Mr. Antwine says he would subscribe to this theory 
if the Germans were accustomed to figuring things as 
the rest of us do. He believes they have consistently 
figured thins in a way as unlike our own way of fig- 
uring as it is incomprehensible to us. He therefore 
thinks the Germans thonght they could win the fight, 
and regrets that was not possible for him to have 
covered some of their money. He says that when 
one comes to think of it, Germany has really kept 
herself up fn the war with money she would not have 
had but for the impossibilities of backing up any of 
her absurdities with bets.
